REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION OF PATENT TCWffDJUSTMENT m 

DETERMINATION UNDER 37 CFR 1.705(b) 

The Applicant respectfully requests that the Patent Office reconsider the patent term 
adjustment determination for the above-identified patent application. 
In support hereof, the Applicant submits the following: 

1. In the Notice of Allowance mailed February 13, 2006, the patent term adjustment 
was determined to be 0 days. The Applicant believes this determination to be in error. 

2. The Applicant believes the correct patent term adjustment should be calculated as 
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386 or 416 days. 

3. A continued prosecution application (CPA) was filed on July 9, 2002. 

4. The first Office Action after the filing of the CPA was mailed on July 25, 2002. 

5. A response to the first Office Action was mailed on December 19, 2002. This 
response was apparently not received by the Patent Office. 

6. A notice of abandonment was mailed on February 23, 2003. 

7. A copy of the response to the first Office Action and a request to withdraw the 
holding of abandonment was mailed on March 11, 2003. A copy of the postcard accompanying 
the March 11, 2003 filing is enclosed in the Appendix, which establishes that the Patent Office 
received this filing on March 17, 2003. 

8. The Patent Office therefore received the Applicant's response to the first Office 
Action 143 days after three months from the mailing date of the first Office Action (-143 days). 

9. The second Office Action was mailed on March 1, 2005. This occurred 593 days 
after four months from the receipt of the response to the first Office Action on March 17, 2003 
(+593 days). 

10. A response to the second Office Action was received by the Patent Office on July 
5, 2005, resulting in a delay of 34 days (-34 days). 

1 1 . The third Office Action was mailed on September 14, 2005. 

12. A response to the third Office Action was received by the Patent Office on 
December 9, 2005. 

13. A notice of allowance was mailed on February 13, 2006.

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14. The Applicant believes the correct patent term adjustment should therefore be 
calculated as 416 days (593 days - 143 days - 34 days). 

15. Alternatively, this patent application went abandoned on January 25, 2003. Four 
months from the filing date of the request to withdraw the holding of abandonment is July 17, 
2003. This represents a time period of 173 days (-173 days). 

16. Under this approach, the Applicant believes the correct patent term adjustment 
should be calculated as 386 days (593 days - 173 days - 34 days). 

17. In the event the Applicant's calculation is incorrect and the Applicant is entitled 
to a patent term adjustment greater than 386 or 416 days, the Applicant respectfully requests that 
the Patent Office determine and issue the proper patent term adjustment entitled to the Applicant. 

Therefore, the Applicant respectfully requests that the Patent Office reconsider the 
determination of patent term adjustment and find that the Applicant is entitled to a patent term 
adjustment in the amount of 386 or 416 days.
